The first Thanksgiving Day was 
celebrated by Governor Bradford after 
his colony had settled near Plymouth 
in Massachusetts after a good crop of 
corn had been raised and turkey, deer 
and fish secured for winter. 

The governor set a day for Thanks- 
giving, and from that time on the peo- 
ple of America have been observing 
Thanksgiving Day. What trait of char- 
acter more beautiful than gratitude? 
What baser than ingratitude? If men 
were called upon to thank God for His 
gifts in former dispensations, how 
much more should we call upon our 
souls and all that is within us to bless 
and magnify His holy name in these 
times and in this land where God is 
pouring out upon us blessings in such 
rich profusion.

In the 
ages past, He lifted up a great chain 
of mountains as a backbone for oun 
continent from which slopes half the 
areable land of the world, then He 
traced mighty river systems and 
scooped out broad lakes till He had 
made a way for five-sixths of the 
fresh water of the globe, then He 
laid away under this soil unparallelea 
wealth of oil and gas and coal and 
iron and precious metals. Through 
uncounted millenniums the great 
architect toiled to prepare a fit place 
for our nation. 

From the day on which that Con- 
gress adjourned, the mighty hang of 
infinite wisdom and goodness has 


' been over this nation in divine bene- 


diction. Our land has haq its days of 
adversity; at times it seemed as if 
the nation would be torn asunder be- 
cause of policies that seemed irrecon- 
cilable, but out of these conflicts God 
led us into times of peace and pros- 
perity. Today safe investments are 
available; conscientious labor is re- 
warded; luxuries are possible to the 
many, while few are without the 
necessities of life; the unfortunate 
are provided for in wisely managed 
institutiona sustained by generosity 
of a people. Education from the com- 
mon schools to the university Is ac- 
cessible to all. More is being done to- 
day in this land of ours for the phys- 
ical, intellectual and moral good of 
the people than ever before. We have 
driven out the diabolical liquor traf- 
fic never to return. We are living in 
a land where the infiuence of the 
Bible is shed on every side; every in-

Still more wonderfully 
does the Bible reveal God to us In 
Christ Jesus, our Savior and our Lord, 
through whom so many enjoy ths 
blessings of pardon and of adoption 
into the family of God, becoming heirs 
with God and joint heirs with Jesus 
Christ to an inheritance that is incor- 
ruptible, undefiled and that fadeth 
not away. 

In anticipation of this inheritance 
thé Holy Spirit is bestowed upon me; 
He is called in the Scripture the earn- 
est of our future possession; He takes 
our inarticulate groanings and pres- 
ents them as intercessions at the 





throne of grace. He witnesses with our 
spirits that we are the children of 
God and through Him we are able to 
bring forth those beautiful fruits of 
righteousness that adorns the Chris- 
tian life. Language cannot express 
the value of these Spiritual blessings 
which God has bestowed upon us in 
Christ Jesus. These blessings are 
general so far as God’s children are 
concerned. They are enjoyed by all 
who have nameg the name of Christ, 
but everyone has his own peculiar 
blessings, some special joy or deliver- 
ance. Perhaps chief of all, we should 
think of that help that came to us in 
time of trouble or the good that we 
were conscious of receiving from 
what we thought at the time would 
break our hearts. Did it not prove 
to be one of the greatest blessings 
of our lives, when the thorn torment- 
ed us to hear God’s voice saying “My 
grace is sufficient for you, my 
strength is made perfect in your 
weakness.” And we learned how to 
cast our care upon God, knowing that 
He careth for us and we came _ to 
know that all things work together 
for our good because we love Him, 
and are called according to His pur- 
pose. 

So among our blessings we give a 
prominent place to our afflictions be- 
cause they wean our affections from 
the things that are seen to the things 
that are not seen; give us a fineness 
of character that can. come in no 
other way and lead us to that happy 
place where we shall hunger no more, 
neither thirst any more; where the 
sun shall not smite us, but where the 
Lamb shall lead us to living fountains 
of water and Gog shall wipe away all 
tears from our eyes. 


I have mentioned but a few of the 
blessings which the Father of lights 
‘has bestowed upon us; but surely 
they are sufficient to cause us to 
acknowledge that it is “a good thing 
to give thanks to Jehovah.” How 
shall we give thanks to Jehovah? 
How shall we bless His name? In 
our worship. The Psalms that David 
wrote to be sung in the temple ser- 
vices were full of thanksgiving. How 
the hearts of the worshippers must 
have thrilled as they heard the full 
chorus singing with jubilant. strains 
“Bless the Lord, O my soul; and all 
sthat is within me, bless His holy 
name. Bless the Lord, O my soul, and 
forget not all his benefits.” 

Still more should our hearts be 
thrilled as we think of the blessings 
which God has bestowed upon us, far 
surpassing those enjoyed by Israel of 
old, and as we sing such songs as—

lv of thanksgiving. The apostle says. 
“In everything by prayer and suppli- 
cation, with thanksgiving, let your re: 
quest be made known unto God.’ 
“Continue in prayer, and watch in 
the same with thanksgiving.” In ev- 
erything give thanks; for this is the 
will of God in Christ Jesus concerning 
you.” Let us cry like supplicants at 
the throne of grace but let us not fail 
to bring the sacrifice of praise to 
God, the fruit of our lips, giving 
thanks to Him -who is the giver of ev- 
ery good and every perfect gift. The 
Jews expressed thejr gratitude to 
God by a thank-offering. We must do 
the same. The thank-offering of the 
Jew was a lamb slain and laid upon 
the altar. The thank-offering which 
we bring is far more precious than 
that of the Jew. The apostle says “T 
beseech you therefore by the mercies 
ef God” (then it is a thank-offering) 
that vou present your bodies a living 
sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto God, 
which is your reasonable service. 
This means that the whole body is to 
be devoted to God—the head to devise 
plans for His honor, the heart to be 
aflame with hol¥ passion. the hand:

Text.- Acts 5:29. “Then Peter and 
the other apostles answered and said, 


We ought to obey Gog rather than 
men.” 





Obedience is the very essence of all 
Christian living. Without obedience it 
is impossible to have Christians. The 
apostle.» had been imprisoned by the 
high priest, and had been commanded 
to cease preaching in the name of 
Jesus, but the angel of the Lord had 
opened the prison door and had com- 
manded them to go and stand in the 
temple and speak ALL the words of 
this life. and they had obeyed, and 
were preeching when the high priest 
sent to get them for trial. The first 
thing that the high priest asked them 
was “Did not we straightly com- 
mand you that ye should not teach in 
this name?” And Peter, the spokes- 
man that he was, was quick to ans- 
wer, “We ought to obey God rather 
than man.” 

I would to God that everyone could 
see the necessity of complete obedi- 
ence to the Divine Command as those 
early veterans saw it. 

Here they had two commands that 
conflicted with each other. one said) 
“You should” and one said “you should 
not,” so they were left to choose which 
they would obey. 

To gain popularity, they would have 
to choose to obey the command of the 
high priest, then nearly everyone 
would have patted them on the shoul- 
der and congratulated them for the 
wise choice they had made, but these 
men had reached the place, where the 
applauds of the people meant nothing, 
‘tst so they knew that they were in 
the will of the great God. But they 
were determined to obey His com- 
~ands at the risk of their lives; they 
were willing to be counted crazy and 
the offscourings of the earth for His 
sake, for after they were beaten ana 
cet at libertv, they cenarted from the 
nresence of the council reioicing that 
‘hey were counted worthy to suffer 
shame for His name. Many times it 
looks as though we are going to be 
left if we do not compromise. or modi 
ty our views just a little so as to con- 
form to the ideas and opinions of the 
other folks, but the truth of the mat- 
ter is we will be left without the 
sweetness of our experience if we do, 
so in the face of all adversity we 
should be men and bear our part of 
the burden without wavering, know- 
ing that He knows and cares for His 
own. 


Look at Daniel and his compan- 
ions how they were in danger of los- 
ing their lives when they refused to 
eat the King’s meat or to drink his 
wine, but they were the’ kind that 
determined to see the thing 
‘hrough at any cost, for says the Bible 
“Daniel purposed in his heart that he 
would not defile himself with the por- 
tion of the king’s meat nor with the 
wine which he drank; therefore he re- 
miested of the prince of the eunuchs 
that he might not defile himself.” 
Nan. 1:8.

noticeable that Daniel 
had purposed the thing in his heart 
hefore he saiq a word about it to the 
nvinee of the eunuchs, in other words 
Naniel wanted peace if he could ob- 
tain it without defiling himself, but 
he was dertermined that he would 
not defile himself. Derterminaticn to 
‘o the right thing goes a long ways 
im living our religion. As I have said 
=" number of times, Will Power is a- 
hout one fourth of religion any way. 
If a man wills to do right he ean do 
right. Take for an example a man who 
is never settled in anything and as a 
"ile he does not make the kind of a 
Christian that holds out, but is first 
un and then down. I do not blame men 
for being an opposer of the Gospel. 
if he is honest in his opinion ane 
wants to know the will of God. for 
when you get a man of this kind 
changed he makes just as determined 
man for the right as he was for the 
wrong. Take the great apostle to the 
gentiles for an illustration. He made 
havock of the church and entered in- 
to every house and haile@ both men 
and woman and committed them to 
prison and he, not being satisfied 
with persecuting those in Jerusalem 
only, but was determineq to carry 
his plan of extermination farther, so 
he went to the high priest and obtain- 
ed letters or warrants to arrest and 
hring back to Jerusalem to be placed 
in prison all* that he found in this 
Way. See how relentless, how unmer- 
ciful he was; and all of this was done 
because he believed that he was do- 
ing God’s service, he thought that he 
should do many things contrary to 
Jesus of Nazareth. 

Paul was an honest hearted man be- 
cause when he learned what che vight 
thing was he did not hesitate to do it. 
He said. “Who art thou Lord? Anda 
the Lord said, I am Jesus whom thou 
versecutest; it is hard for thee to 
kick against the pricks. And he trem- 
bling and astonished said, Lord, what 
wilt thou have me to do? And the 
Tord said unto him, Arise and go into 
the city, and it shall be told thee 
what thou must do.” Acts 9:56.

But this is contrary to the teaching 
of the Bible, listen: “One is your 
Master, even Christ.” Matt. 23:10.

A LESSON ON 
WHEELS AND 
TIRES 


Text:—Ezek. 1:15-21 





You will notice in reading this 
chapter how much emphasis. the 
prophet was placing on wheels. He 
also mentions rims (Revised Version). 
A striking thought is implied by his 
saying that there was the spirit of 
life in those wheels. There is a les- 
son here for us if we only make the 
comparison. Please do not spend the 
wrong opinion, where we take as an 
illustration of our modern  convey- 
ances of wheels and tires and rims. 
There is a lesson in everything. 
Christ taught us how to draw lessons 
from birds, flowers, fields and other 
objects, so we see by reading this 
chapter we can draw a lesson on 
wheels, tires and rims. 

In the old country they had a habit 
of distributing eggs among the sur- 
vivors at a funeral, this because life 
is round as an egg and it rolls on. 
Indeed life is round in many ways, 
the top of the wheel is now up, then 
down, as it rolls along, the top is 
way above the earth while the bottom 
is touching the dust. When it seems 
like the bottom of the wheel of your 
life is touching the dust make a des- 
perate effort to get it on top. Do not 
put on brakes, but turn on more oil 
and let the wheel turn. We can no- 
tice a wheel, as it turns the bottom 
of the wheel is in the dust, but then 
of a sudden it will be way on top. 

How many of us just yesterday 
were on top, but now seemingly are 
on the bottom, but when the wheel 
seems to stop then just turn loose a 
real honest-to-goodness prayer and 
watch the wheel turn. In turning, the 
wheel does not show any of its de- 
tails. You can watch it as it turns, 
but all you can see is the circumfer- 
ence, the axle and nothing more. You 
cannot see the spokes; you cannot 
see neither defect nor virtures, but 
the details are there just the same. 
Here is your life and mine, I see yours 
and you see mine, but you do not see 
the many details that make up my 
life; you know nothing at all of the 
smiles and the sighs and joys and 
sorrows that make up the total sum 
of my life as it is, but while the wheel 
is moving at an astonishing velocity 
and while you cannot see the de- 
tails, the small things, that make up 
life yet there is one thing that never 
turns, never changes but is always the 
same and that is the axle around 
which the wheel is turning, that axle 
is the very thing that holds the wheel 
in position. Should the axle give way, 
the wheel would detach and cause 
untold damages. The axle of our life 
wheel is God, He never changes. 
never revolves, but is the same all 
the time. Jesus Christ is the same 
yesterday, today and forever. 

Let us notice more closely the au- 
tomobile wheels and tires. The out- 
ward tire is a mighty good illustra- 
tion of our Christian lives, but is not 
any good unless it is filled. There is 
our Filling Statiens, let us go to God 
and fill up. Everywhere almost you 
will see a sign which reads “Free air.” 
If it is free, then there is no excuse 
for being empty. God is willing to fill 
us if we only come to Him, but there 
is danger of over-inflating. I notice 
in 1 Cor. 4:18 where some had gotten 
puffed up (over inflated) because 
Paul would not come over just when 
they wanted him to. Again in 1 Cor. 
4:6 he says for One not to be puffed 
up at another, then he says in 1 Cor. 
4:19 that he would not know tme 
speech of them that were puffed up, 
so you see there is danger of over- 
inflating. On the other hand one may 
not put in enough air, in which case 
you will soon be riding on your wheel 
of life on a flat tire. You can start 
out on a long ride and meet men rid- 
ing on a flat tire, their faces show 
it, let alone the tire which is wearing 
out with every turn of the wheel. My, 
what long faces they have. Then look 
at the flat tire Christian, see his face. 
Something is wrong there. What is 
it? Look at his life, (his wheel) and 
there is something decidedly flat 
there. No joy in such riding, no com- 
fort in such living. Get out and pump 
up, get close to the Filling Station 
and let God fill you up with the oil 
of gladness and put a smile on your 
face where you had a frown. It is 
said that it takes thirteen muscles to 
smile and sixty-four to frown. Fill up 
quick and smile. 


Beware of a flat tire religion. It 
will wear you out more day by day. 
The thing to do when your tire be- 
gins to run flat is to fill up again and 
keep going. Then there is some that 
try to fill up, but it seems like it is 
a hard matter for them to fill up. 
What is the matter? The tire has got- 
ten a leak. they must first stop the 


leak. Many people hang around God’s 


Filling Station (church) and try to 
pump Life into their flat tires, but 
Brother, you must first try to stop 
the leaks! Have you given up ll 
those little bad habits that stand be- 


tween you and the Lord? Some will 
try to get filled with their Lodge pins 
and jewelry of different 


kinds on, 
then they will say they do not think 
there is any harm in them and will 


try to get filled up, but the only thing 
you will see out of them is a flat tire 


life. The wheel of their life runs 
slow; the tires have the habit of 
picking up nails and tacks etc. out on 
the road and of course they become 
punctured. New tires sometimes do 
that. Many have been filled and run 
smoothly for awhile, but look at the 
wheel of their life now. What is the 
matter? They are running on a flat 
tire. Why? Because they have picked 
up some old friends, some old habits 
they had put aside—the tacks and 
nails along on the roag and they went 
as flat as a pancake. 

Beware of the bad roads where you 
know you have left behind a lot of 
tacks and things, for if you start back 


on them you are sure to get punctured. 
Keep the wheel of your life rolling; 
keep it filled up, but be sure and do 
not get it too full for it is liable to 
burst. Remember, tires are useless 
when they go wrong, so we need a 
spare tire when we go on a long trip. 
Had you thought about your. spare 
tire? Are you trusting in Him who 
has promised to renew your strength? 
He says to cast all our care upon Him 
for He careth for us. Remember when 
a flat tire runs so long it will cut the 
rim and then it has to be thrown 
away, so if you feel like the tire of 
your life is going down, look to Je- 
sus, He is our spare tire and in time 
of trouble He is always there to help, 
so get under His wing, then how you 
can sing, pray and work for Him, and 
He will make the way easy. Let’s do 
not let the wheel of our lives run on 
a flat tire, but let’s stay filled up to 
the top, so that when Jesus comes we 
will be filled up ang ready to go.
